Divorce and Remarriage 


Inquiries are frequently com- 
ing in asking for information 
ahout the divorce and remar- 
riage question. I am not able to 
tell them all they want to know, 
but I can tell them that the As- 
sembly advises that a_divorced 
person should never marry 
while their husband or wife is 
living, no matter what was the 
cause of the separation. And of 
course this means that our 
members must not marry a di- 
vorced person under any cir- 
cumstances. It also means that 
our ministers must not offici- 
ate in marriages when either 
party has a living husband or 
wife divorced for any cause. 
This ruling remains in force 
while the question remains un- 
settled by the Assembly. 


While on this subject I will 
also repeat the instructions that 
have often been given before 
concerning Church membership 
of divorced and remarried part- 
ies and those who are married 
to divorced ‘parties. None of 
these parties are to be received 
into the Church except where 
fornication has been the cause 
cf the separation. And careful 
investigation must be made even 
when parties claim that forni- 
cation was the cause. This mat- 
ter must be carefully guarded 
by the ministers when receiv- 
ing members. But when it is 
clearly proven that fornication 
has been the cause for separa- 
tion then take them in. If any-

Only recently it has come to 
my ears that there is a_ state- 
ment being circulated among

How this false state- 
ment got started is unknown to 
me.

instructions are before every 
minister and every church. 


I wish to offer some loving 
counsel to all who may or may 


ports. If you hear anything that 
sounds the least bit out of or- 
der, or that you do not under- 
stand and does not seem right, 
before you accept it take it to 
some of your Overseers or pas- 
tors and get authentic infor- 
mation. If this is not convenient | 
then bring it to head quarters | 
by letter of in person and we 
will take pleasure in giving an 
explanation of anything per- 
taining to the business of the 
church, its system and organiza- 
tion. 


Deep spirituality and the love’ 
of God will conquer every false | 
thing that shows its head. I be- 
lieve our people are possessed 
with deep spirituality and the 
love of God, therefore; we will 
conquer every foe by the help, 
of the Lord. Judging by what | 
we have heard quite recently I | 
believe there are some correc- | 
tions necessary. 


Call attention to the acts of| 
the Assembly concerning the 
tithes. It was deciced that a 
tithe of all the tithes paid into 
all the local church treasuries! 
should be sent to head quarters. | 
The ministers on the field that} 
receive freewill offerings are to 
tithe their free will offerings 
they receive and send to head- | 
quarters. That is all, unless; 
some body just wants to send | 
some money to headquarters 
just because they want to, but 
not because they are required 
to do so. Besides this there are 
no Other tithes sent to head- 
quarters unless some church 
sends some to forward on to 
some minister because we know | 
bis address and they do not. 


My loving counsel to you, be- 
loved, when you hear anyone 
say that each church is to send 
two tenths, or one fifth, of the 
tithes to headquarters, is to 
kindly inform such a one that 

















a less amount than is sent to 
headquarters, but this is to be 
regulated by what he needs 
rather than by tithes. And the 
state overseer is a Man on the 
field and not at headquarters, 
therefore, he is to share with 
the other ministerg on the field. 
In fact, the state overseer is 
pastor over all the churches in 
the state in the sense that he 
has the oversight of all the 
churches “in his state. This 
being the case the deacons and 
treasurers should see that their 
state overseer ‘gets the first 
draw from the nine tenths after 
the tithe of the tithes is sent to 
headquarters. This is loyalty. 
Anything else is not loyalty. 
The state overseer must be rec- 
ognized as holding a high of- 
fice in the Church. It is equal to 
Timothy, and Titus, and Paul at 
one time, and some of the other 
apostles outside of their apostle- 
ship, according to some ancient 
historians. 


i wonder if some are lowering 
the position of the state over- 
seers. If they are they are mak- 
ing a great mistake. Every state 
overseer should be esteemed 
very highly for his work’s sake. 
And their needs should be sup- 
plied so they can remain in the 
work and on the field all the 
time. Their expenses are higher 
than the district or local pastors 
cr helpers because they are 
compelled to do much traveling 
in order to get over their terri- 
tory. 

The system has been working 
fine everywhere it has~ been 
properly understood and prac- 
ticed as intended. Let ug all 
pray that God will help us all to 
understand it and practice it as 
intended by the Assembly and 
Council. The Church is prosper- 
ing under this system more 
than it ever did under the form- 
er practices. Surely God is set- 
ting His approval upon it. And 
if there should be any amend= 
ments at any time surely God 
will reveal it to the Assembly or 
Council.
